PASTORAL CARE 

Update from Pastor Dan Hansen 
If you "google" either of these phrases that we use in the 
Apostles' Creed, you can find a plethora of information. Did you 
know... 

The phrase "into hell" in older translations and the phrase "to 
the dead" are both translated from the phrase "into hades" in 
the original Greek of the creed. Older translations of the Apos- 
tles' Creed use hell to translate the Greek word hades, but mod- 
ern translations of the Apostles' Creed say that Jesus descended 
to the dead. The point is that Jesus really did die, He didn't fake 
it— which was one of the heresies challenging the early church. 

The ancient teaching of the Church is that all who died before 
the time of the crucifixion, whether they were righteous or un- 
righteous, went to the same undifferentiated realm of the dead, 
where they wait for the resurrection and the judgment. This 
realm of the dead is called "sheol" in Hebrew and "hades" in 
Greek. And the point is, when Jesus died on the cross, He really 
did die. 

Over the years, we have professed the creed as written in the 
Green Hymnal and the various Red Hymnals. Because so many 
of us have memorized the creeds, it's easy for us to take for 
granted the meaning.

For several months we had been asking

Regarding the LOCK or UNLOCK on com- 
ments In FAITHbOOK. Yes, the lock is 
turned on by staff when we send prayer chain requests. People 
click on that comment box to reply and it goes to everyone on the 
prayer chain. It is like a 'reply to all' button. We have had people 
tells us it is not necessary to reply to all when they want their mes- 
sage to go directly to the person we are praying for. People have 
told us they are getting too many emails. So in an effort to keep 
emails replies down to a minimum, staff sends requests 
LOCKed. That requires someone wishing to reply or send a note 
about that prayer request to go to the PEOPLE tab, select the per- 
son, opening up a direct email connection to that person only, not 
the entire group. However, when a member sends a prayer request 
directly from the prayer chain group page to the entire group, the 
staff is not involved. That is how some prayer chain requests are 
NOT LOCKED. 

Unfortunately, it takes time and understanding to get our whole 
congregation on board with the FAITHbOOK system. It is a delicate 
balance when so many people are involved and it is 
not possible to keep everyone happy in every situa- 
tion. Please know we are not excluding anyone in the 
communication process, we just want people to un- 
derstand what happens when they do communica- 
_ tion. We appreciate feedback and look forward to
